THE SENATE AND MEXICO. 
That the senate voted unanimously for Senator 
- [Robinson's resolution on behalf of arbitration of 
our latest differences with Mexico can only be ac 
counted for on the assumption that the President 
does not object. We can understand that he an¢ 
Mr. Kellogg may be willing to be relieved of the 
responsibility of choosing the method of dealing 
with Mr. Calles and his government. We can 
understand that they may be. willing to have an 
excuse, or let us say a reason, for avoiding the 
responsibility involved in the resort to withdrawa! 
_ ef recognition of the Calles government. But in 
the perspective of history we are confident neither 
the action of the senate nor the compliance of the 
administration will ahine as an example of candor, 
consistency, justice, or self-respect. 

‘As & measure of immediate expediencey, we 
gay it has its benefits from the viewpoint of present 
practical embarrassments in our Mexican relations 
and from that of our internal politics. From the 
viewpoint of the latter, the Democrats have scored 
@ momentous tactical victory. It was Senator 
Robinson, Democratic senate leader, who introduced 
the arbitration resolution, and to the Democrats 
must be given credit, if it be a credit, which we 
are far from believing, of forcing the Republican 
 magority to join in directing a Republican execu- 
tive how he shall carry on relations with a foreign 
_ power. This will be utilized politically as a victory 
for the sacred principle of arbitration, whatever 
the outcome, It is also valuable as a concession 
‘to the clerical influences which were alarmed lest 
the direct and very proper course of withdrawing 
peoognition from the Calles government in case 
of his refusal to protect vested rights should result 
in events in Mexico favorable to the Catholic re 
yolt there. 

There wae of course some talk about avoiding 
war, but neither the senate nor the public can be 
supposed to take it seriously, There is no likeli- 
hood of war with Mexico and this talk is mere dust 
throwing. 
From the viewpoint of Republican politics or of 
- the administration, it seems to be considered that 
ft is on the whole cheaper and safer to permit the 
_ genate to assume the responsibility for the method 
of dealing with Mexico, thus conciliating Protestant 
fears or prejudices, which are important considera- 
‘tions in the Republican party, and avoiding such 
vexations as may arise from a vigorous diplomatic 
program. it has the deceptive advantage of post- 
poning critical decisions and keeping alive the 
hope that Mr. Calles may be induced to abandon 
tactice which so long as they are tolerated by us 
‘are highly conducive to his prestige at home ang 
abroad and injurious to our own honorable in- 


hwoys.

THE NORRIS VERDICT. 


The Rev. J. Frank Norris of Fort Worth, Tex, 


has been acquitted by the jury in the murder trial 
in Austin. Norris shot D. E. Chipps, a Fort Worth 
business man and a friend of Mayor H. C. Mea- 
cham, whom Norris, as a ministerial reformer, had 
been attacking in sermons. 


Chipps visited Norris in the study of his church, 


one of the largest Baptist churches in the south. 
He was unarmed. Norris shot him and said it was 
in self-defense. Chipps was a heavy drinker. Testi- 
mony was given at the trial that when drunk he| glusions: 


1. Youths who achieve eminénce have 


had threatened to kill Norris if he continued to 


attack Meacham. The visit was related to these 
attacks. Evidence for the prosecution was that 
Chipps was going out of Norris’ room when he was 
shot, Evidence for the defense was that the un- 
armed man was advancing when the minister took 
@ pistol from his desk and shot. 


It was plain from the beginning of the trial ‘that 


the Texas doctrine would prevail, that a man does 
not need to be shot at until he shoots to defend 
himself, and that in an encounter between men, 
one of whom has been threatening the other, the 


latter may resolve doubts in favor of his own life 


and security. That doctrine has a certain amount 


of practicality in considerable American opinion, 
and there are times when it is rough justice. 

The Rev. Mr. Norris also made it plain after the 
killing, before the trial, in it, and afterward, that 
he regarded himself as virtually sanctified in his 


act, a8 an agent of holiness and better living, and

He shot an unarmed man. The ac would have 


been troublesome to the conscience of the average 
man of decent feelings. It and doubts regarding 
its necessity would have been inseparable. He 
could not have raised hosannas over it. He would 
have been too troubled.. The conviction that he 
merely defended himself against a violent enemy 
might have sustained him, but he would not have | 
regarded the processes of justice as inherently ob- 
noxious because he professed, if he did, adherence 
to and services of @ religion.
